PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL MONDAY 

Burgess Frye and Four Councilmen Sworn in at Re-Organiza- 
tion Meeting of Council 



The Borough of Narberth of- 
ficially began its activities for 
1926 Monday night, when the an- 
nual reorganization meeting of 
Council took place. At that time 
the new officers were elected and 
the Burgess sworn in. 

The oath of office to Henry A. 
Frye, Narberth's new chief execu- 
tive, was administered by the re- 
tiring Burgess, Carl B. Metzger. 
Mr. Frye later made a short ad- 
dress, in which he joined with the 
citizens of Narberth in praising 
. the outstanding administration of 
Mr. Metzger. 

Mr. Frye's first act as Burgess 
was to call the meeting of Council 
to order. Instead of the seven 
who usually sit about the big 
table, but three responded to roll 
call, Messrs. Fretz, Griswold and 
Redifer. President Hall and 
Messrs. Brown, Wentz and Leitch 
were missing from their accus- 
tomed seats. The last named, 
however, was but waiting at one 
side to succeed himself. 
Oath Administered. 

The newly-elected Councilmen, 
John R. Hall, Clarence Keeber, 
Robert Fellows AVood and Daniel 
Leitch, took the oath of office be- 
fore Mr. Frye. The roll call then 
disclosed a complete body, which 
proceeded at once to the selection 
of officers. 

Mr. Redifer moved, seconded 
by Mr. Fretz, that Mr. E. C. Gris- 
wold be nominated for president. 
Another motion to close the nomi- 
nations cleared the decks for the 
unanimous choice of Mr. Gris- 
wold, which followed. 

The oath of office to the new 
president was administered by 
Burgess Frye. There followed the 
election of George B. Suplee as 
Building Inspector and Street 
...Commissioner; of Hon. Fletcher

The new Council adopted the 
rules of the old, but decided to 
change the night for committee 
meetings. Formerly these were 
held on the Wednesday night pre- 
ceding the monthly meetings. 
Friday will be the time in future. 

Mr. Kaeber was appointed a 
committee of one to wait on the 
Burgess and inform him that 
Council Vyvas organized and pre- 
pared tolreceive any communica- 
tion he cared to make. Mr. Frye 
spoke as follows : 

The Burgess' Message. 

"Mr. President and Members 
of Council, I have no prepared 
message to deliver to you at this 
time for the reason that I prefer 
to have my service as Burgess 
judged by work accomplished 
rather than by words. Today I 
clipped from 'Our Town' and 
pasted in my file the valedictory 
address of our retiring Burgess, 
Mr. Metzgar. I placed it there 
as a guide for my course, and if 
1 am permitted to serve for the 
coming four years and am able to 
make a similar accounting to you 
of my work, I shall consider that 
I have achieved a measure of suc- 
cess. 

"However, I feel that I should 
not let this opportunity pass to 
express both personally and on 
behalf of the Borough of Narberth 
the appreciation which we all feel 
for the excellent service that Mr. 
Metzgar has rendered to the com- 
munity during the last four years. 
For the last few weeks it has been 
my privilege to meet with him as 
my predecessor many times in 
order that there might be no break 
in the administration of the affairs 
of the Borough. Without thought 
for his own time or jconvenience

The fi f th annual minstrel show to 
be held under the auspices of the 
local Legion Post will be of an en- 
tirely professional cast, a somewhat 
radical departure from the amateur 
performances of years past.

The absorption of the Narberth 
High School by Lower Merion, 
with its conseqeunt increase in 
the number of pupils, is one of the 
factors contributing to extensive 
plans under way for an enlarge- 
ment of the building. 

Plans have been completed by 
the Lower Merion School Board 
for a $200,000 addition to the 
Senior High School, in Ardmore, 
which will double the capacity of 
the present building. 

The great influx of new resi- 
dents into the township, and Nar- 
berth, with the consequent increase 
in high school pupils, is rapidly 
crowding the present senior high 
building. It was to relieve the 
situation, which in another year 
threatened to become a serious 
problem, that the School Board 
two months ago authorized prepa- 
ration of plans for an addition. 
These plans have now been com- 
pleted by Architect Ralph E. 
White, of Wynnewood. 

The addition will provide for 16 
new class rooms, two gymnasi- 
ums, one for boys and one for 
girls; a cafeteria and sundry of- 
fices. It will take care of 600 
pupils and will double the capacity 
of the present school. 

Will Care for 600. 

The addition will take the form 
of two wings on the east and west 
sides of the present building and 
will make the whole, when com- 
pleted, E-shaped. Work may be 
started in spring, but the majority 
of the building will be done during 
the summer months when the 
pupils are on vacation. 

A recent addition, a $25,000 
housing locker rooms 
and garages, was completed last 
summer. 

Architect White, who drew the 
plans for the addition, also de- 
signed the new elementary school 
building in Bryn Mawr.

Mr. McCar- 
ter's administrative skill was fur- 
ther recognized by his election as 
President of the Pennsylvania As- 
sociation of School Board Presi- 
dents, an office which he occupied 
for many years. 

During Mr. McCarter's long 
tenure of office there has been a 
steady progress in providing 
school facilities and at many in- 
tervals of the town's growth con- 
siderable difficulty was encounter- 
ed on account of the fact that the 
population of children of school 
age increased at a much greater 
rate than the tax income, with the 
result that unusual and extraor- 
dinary problems had to be con- 
stantly met and solved by the 
school authorities. At the present 
time the Narberth Schools are 
said to be among the best of the 
suburban systems and ample ac- 
commodations are provided for all 
students. 

Mr. McCarter always applied 
himself steadfastly to his office 
and was almost a daily visitor to 
the schools. He concerned him- 
self about every detail of their pro- 
cedure and was accredited with a 
particular ability to make the 
public funds realize a maximum of 
service. This notable forte held 
the school system in excellent 
stead during some of its trying 
periods and the older residents are 
quick to recall the number of in- 
stances where the impossible 
seemed to have been accomplished 
on very short financial rations. 

As was to be expected in a com- 
munity of highly progressive ten- 
dencies, and where the average 
citizen had a capacity and will to 
express opinions of his own, there 
were times when Mr. McCarter's

The conclusion of the week, 
Good Health Day, will be ob- 
served by outdoor rallies, hikes, 
and public mass meetings with 
city officials, representatives of in- 
stitutions and business men's 
clubs, scout parents and the entire 
scout membership of the commu- 
nity present. 

Reunions and "comebacks" of 
former scouts, father and son ban- 
quets, and scout mother dinners 
will also be popular features in 
many councils.

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MORE FREE BOOKS 

Large Group Transferred From Ren- 
tal to Free Shelves. 

The principal source of income 
of the Community Library, and the 
real basis on which it has grown, is 
derived from, the rental of new 
books. All books of the current 
year and of the two preceding years, 
exclusive of children's books, are 
loaned at a rental price of 10 cents 
a week or 2 cents a library day, 
with a minimum charge of 10 cents. 
This system provided an income of 
nearly $1000 during 1925 and has 
continually provided the library 
with all of the best new books, in- 
cluding many expensive biographi- 
cal and historical works, and has 
also bought hundreds of books for 
children and some standard old 
books for free circulation. 

It is the aim of the library, how- 
ever, to get new books on to the 
free shelves just as soon as possible 
without impairing the rental income. 
A system has, therefore, been 
adopted by which at the beginning 
of each year there is transferred 
from the rental to the free shelves 
all new books which were purchased 
in the third previous year. This 
means that there has just been 
transferred to the free shelves all 
books which were bought in 1923. 

The task of removing the labels 
from the 1923 books was under the 
direction of Mrs. E. A. Muschamp, 
librarian in charge on Thursdays. 
For several days she and her assist- 
ant, Miss Kathryn Aungst, worked 
at collecting these books from the 
shelves and removing the "Rental 
Collection" slips from the back of 
each one. They found that the 
effort involved in removing the 
labels was much greater than that 
originally employed in making them 
stick. Some of the books in the 
1923 group that are now on free 
shelves are: 

"Magnificent Adventure," Emer- 
son Hough ; "Enchanted Garden," 
Henry J. Forman ; "Black Oxen/' 
Gertrude Atherton ; "Barnum," M. 
R. Werner ; "Dim Lantern," Temple 
Bailey ; "Mostly Sally," P. B.
